Resolution Declaring Com- 
mittee’s Position Is Unani- 
mously Adopted. 


Central. Committee, Friday night, reso- 


lutions ' opposing statewide prohibition 
were unanimously adopted, Fifteen rea- 
sons afe given in the resolutions why 
prohibition would be disastrous to the 
welfare of St. Louis, as follows: — 

1. Because prohibition is contrary to 
the fuhdamental American princigie of 
personal liberty and self-government. 

2. Because it will bring an appaHing 
material disaster to the city of St. 
Louis, and other Jarge Missouri cities, 
which the people of the whole State 
would share. 

%. Because it would destroy not less 
than one-fourth of the industry ‘and 
commerce of the city of St. Louis. 

4.. Because it would drive out of St. 
Louis not less than one-fourth of the 
population. 

5. Beeause it would substitute the un- 
licensed, lawless saloon, underground 
den, blind tiger and bootlegger for the 
licensed, regular, orderly saloon. 

Wage Earners’ Heavy Loas. 
(6 Because it would take away from 
ths wage earner $6,922,880 annually. 

7. Because it would stop the purchase 
of $15,140,352 of supplies annually. 

8. Because it would deprive the prop- 
erty holders in rentals of $2,700,000 an- 
nually. 

8. Because it would place upon the 
real estate market $14,000,000 worth of 
property on which would be placed the 
“For Rent” sign. 

10. Because it would cut off the earn- 
ings of 45,000 working men. 

ll. Because it would affect the earn- 
ing capacity of 130,000 persons in the city 
of St. Louis, who are dependent upon 
the industry which it seeks.to destroy. 

12. Because it would stop the use of 
140,000 carloads of freight now annually 


| used in ‘the city of St. Louis. 


13. Because each man who owns $100 
in property will have his tax assess- 
ment increased 4 cents. This increased 
assessment will interfere with publié 
improvements of all kinds, the support 
of eleemosynary institutions, public 
parks, highways and the general beau- 
tification of the city. 

Would Check Improvements, 

14 Because if the prohibition amend- 
ment is adopted many public improve- 
ments and. projects, each of which is 
advocated by large bodies of citizens, 
cannot be undertaken for lack of State 
funds, even if provided for by law 


| Among these improvements and projects 


are the proposed building of a new 
State University. police pension system 
and new good roads. If the amendment 
carries the State will not be able to bear 
the increased taxation for these pur- 
poses, and at the same time add a 4- 
cent tax on each $100 of property. 

15. Because the Democratic party has 
always, at all times, in its national oon- 
ventions, its State conventions and its 
city conventions, opposed sumptuary 
legislation and statewide prohibition.

Turpin and Brookins Give a 
Fine Exhibition While Spec- 
tators Wait for Hoxsey.

Flights by two of the aviators at 
Kinloch Park’ began at 2 p. m. Satur- 
day afternoon in the presence of 
about 400 persons, «ost of whom had 
been at the field since noon.

A GOVERNMENT BLACKLIST. ? F 
The Treasury, Department of the United States 


is to maintain a blacklist of persons who have 


been: dismissed from positions in national banks 


jor whose resignations have been demanded for 


dishonesty or who have been convicted of vio- 
leting the national banking laws. The purpose 
is to “prevent such persons from becoming con- 
nected with national banks in the future.” 

It is a fine, official exemplification of the unil- 
yersally complained of and condemned system 
of police espionage over discharged convicts.. It 
is amplification and application of the mistaken 
social edict’ and we must class our criminals as 
criminals and compe] them to stick to criminality 
It denies the possibility of 
penance and closes the door of hope. It is 
indecent, unprogressive, unjust, inhuman and 
un-American. 

The blacklist is usually despicable and always 
It has been roundly denounced and 
judicially and legally frowned on in the struggle 
between capital and labor. It has been decried. 
by every friend of progress. And it doesn’t mat- 
ter whether it is the weapon of weakness against 
strength or of tyranny against weakness. In this 
country we presume innocence until guilt is 
proved. This presumption of innocence applies 
to the discharged, the discredited, the suspected 
and the punished as well as others. 

It is a woeful commentary on our charity, our 
magnhanimity, our tolerance and our manhood 
when the United States Government frames a 
blacklist for the purpose of preventing anyone 
from obtaining employment of any kind. The 
abuses latent in it crowd forward in regiments 
of suggestion. Possibly the niost serious is that 
the men who run our banks are not to be trust- 
ed to exercise the discretion which is the child 
of responsibility. 
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Col. Roosevelt now declares that if he had 
been in complete control of the New York con- 
vention he would have written the tariff plank 
differently. This is obviously true. The Colonel 
named the platform committee and made the 
rough draft of the platform and, as adopted, -it 
is -largely in his language.

A “legislative agent” of the Lyons Sugar Re-

Who Wrote “Septimus, ’’ Tells 




















HE Literary Man from London 
i is in New York. Perhaps you 
met him in the delightful 
‘pages of his novels, “Septi-! 
]mus,” “The Beloved Vagabond” and 
“Simon, the Jester.” But here he 
is now, Mr. William J. Locke him- 
self, tucked away in a quiet little 
hotel, gazing upan us with his highly 
penetrating eyes and blushing every 
time anyone looKs at him in return. 
For Mr.’ Locke, long, blond and 
blushful as Hippocrene itself, is a 
very modest man. It is obvious when 
you meet him that he doés not care 
to write his autobiography upon his 
cuffs, or wear his heart upon his 
sleeve for interviewers to peek at. 
So when he discoursed yesterday 
upon the primal woman and the suf- 
fragette, whom he opposes on the 
novel plea that 
much power already;” when he so 
far forgot his habitual resérve as 
to hazard that “it is the eternal en- 
mity between the sexes that makes 
them so tremendously interesting to 
each other,” I felt triumphant—very 
triumphant—at least as triumphant 
as one could decently feel in the 
presence of so much modésty as Mr. 
Locke's. 

I had sought him out because, frank- 
ly, I had a bone to pick with him, and 
I knew other women had—several large 
heavily padded bones belonging to the 
large-hearted and small-brained hero- 
ines who have everything their own 
way. in the charming, subtle, and other- 
wise perfect books that he has given us. 

“Why do you make your women have 
such big hearts and such smal! brains?’’ 
I asked, when Mr. Locke had momen- 
tarily stopped blushing at the ordeal 
before him. 

“Because the prima! woman ipterests 
me more,’’ the Literary Man from Lon- 
don frankly replied. ‘‘Education makes 
women introspective, and when they’re 
introspective they're self-conscious. To 
me the primal woman is much better 
literary material, and then, you know, 
the literary woman does the other type 
so much better than a man may hope 
to. There is your’ Mra. Edith Wharton. 
If I were to attempt .to do what she 
does so cléverly T should make a dtea#@- 
ful hash of it. A man, you see, can 
only write about women the very few 


‘things they permit ‘him to know.”’ 


“But women are not complex,” I 
urged.

SERIES of essays.by Prof. Taus- 
sig. of. Harvard on the successive 
tariff acts of the United States, 


zines and reviews, have beén revised 
and published in book form under the 
title, ‘“‘The Tariff History of the United 
States.” It is explained that in the re- 
vising, care has been taken to avoid 
repetitions, and also to add such new 
matter as was needed to connect the 
articles and give them a literary as well 
as historic sequence. 

Prof. Taussig writes as a critic of po- 
itical economy, as well as a historian. 
His book; therefore, has a double value 
to the reader, inasmuch as it not only 
gives a revord of thé successive acts of 
tariff legislation, but points gut the eco- 
nomic effects of their most sailent fea- 
tures. As all tariff questions have been 
praca a in partisan disputes and cone 
troversies, this review from an impar- 
tial and. competent authority has a value 
that can” hardly be overrated, for all 
who desire a clear understanding of the 
subject. 

A separate chapter is devoted to ana- 
lytical corfsiddration of .each tariff 
since 1860. Thus ample space is given 
for a comprehensive review of the suc- 
céssive changes that have been made. 
In dealing with the present tariff, Prof. 
Taussig directs attention to the protec- 
tionist doctrine that duties ‘“‘should equal 
the difference between the cost of pro- 
duction at home and abroad, together 
with a reasonable profit to American in- 
dustries;” and then says: 

This motive, very little heard of be- 
fore, played a surprisingly large part in 
the discussions of 1908-9 and was hailed 
in matiy quafterg as the definitive solu- 
tion of the tariff question. It has an en- 
gaging apbearanée of moderation, yet 
it leads logically to the most extreme 
results. It to say—no favor, no 
undue protection, nothing but equaliza- 
tion of conditions. 
is needed t> see that carried out con- 
sistently, it means simple prohibition 
and complete stoppage of foreign trade. 
Anything in ‘the world can be made 
within a country if the producer is as- 
sured of “cost of production, - together 
with reasonable profits’’ 

Prof. Taussig cluses his review by not- 
ing as the mest significant feature of 
the present tariff discussion, that the 
act is les’: “aggressively protectionist 
than previdbug Republican measures.” 
He adds: There was unmistakable evi- 
dénce in Congresg and-in the communi- 
ty, of opposition to a further upward 
movement. High-water mark apparent- 
ly had been reached and there was rea- 
son to expect that the tide, no longer 
moving upward, night thereafter begin 
to recede.”
